YU LHS & REGULATIONS 


FOR THE 


GOVERNMENT OF THE SENATE. 


e 


Resolved, That the following Rules be adopted for the govern- 
ment of the Senate, until otherwise ordered : 


1. No member shall absent himself from the service of the Sen- 
ate without leave of absence, unless he be sick and unable to at- 


tend. 7 


2. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any 
matter ‘to the Senate, he shall rise from his seat, and without ad- 
vancing, shall, with due respect, address “Mr. President ;’’ con- 
fining himself strictly to the point in debate, and avoid all inde- 


cent and disrespectful language. 

3. No member shall speak more than twice on the same subject, 
without leave of the Senate: nor more than once until every mem- 
ber choosing to speak shall have spoken. 


4, A question being once determined, must stand as the judg- 
ment of the Senate, and cannot, during the same session, be drawn 
again into debate. 


5. While the President is reporting or putting any question, 
none shall entertain private discourse, read, stand up, walk into, 
out of, or cross the Senate Chamber. 

6. No member shall vote on any question, in the result of which 
he is immediately and personally interested. 

7. Every member who shall be present when any question is put, 
or vote taken, shall be counted on one side or the other. 

8. A motion for the second reading, and a motion for committing 
the bill, may be submitted at the same time; but the question upon 
these motions shall be put separately if required by any member. 


9, Any member may call for a division of the question, which 
shall be divided if it comprehend propositions so distinct in sub- 


T 


stance that one being taken away, a substantive proposition shall 
remain for the decision of the Senate; and a motion to strike out 
being lost, shall preclude neither amendment, nor a motion to 
insert, nor a motion to strike out and insert. 


10. The Clerk of the Senate shall not suffer any records or papers 
to be taken from the table or out of his custody, by any person 
except a chairman of a committee; but he may deliver any bill 
or papers directed to be printed, to the printer of the Senfte, or 
to any member of the Senate on taking his receipt for the same. 


11. A majority of Senators shall be necessary to proceed to busi- 
ness; two members may adjourn and three may order a call of the 
Senate, send for absentees, and make any order for their censure 
or discharge. On a call of the Senate, the doors shall not be 
closed against any member, until his name shall have been once 
enrolled. 


12. When the Senate adjourns each day, every member shall 
keep his seat until the President leaves the chair. 


18. The Journal of the Senate shall be daily drawn up by the 
Clerk, and after being examined by the President, shall be read 
the succeeding day; it shall be printed under the supervision of 


the Clerk. , 


14. If any question be put upon a bill or resolution, the Presi- 
dent shall state the same, but without argument, 


15. No question shall be debated until it has been propounded 
by the chair, and then the mover shall have the right to explain 
his views in preference to any other member. 


16. When the President is putting a question, any member who 
has not spoken before to the matter, may speak to the question 
before the negative is put. 


17. Every question shall be first put in the affirmative and then 
in the negative; each member present shall vote on every question, 
and the President shall declare whether the yeas or nays have it; 
which declaration shall stand as the judgment of the Senate unless 
a member call for a division, in which event the President shall 
divide the Senate. 


18. During any debate any Senator, though he has spoken to the 
matter, may rise and speak to the orders of the Senate, if they be 
transgressed, in case the President do not, but if the President 
stands up at any time, he is first to be heard, and while he is up, 
members must keep their seats. 
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19. When a bill or resolution of the House of Delegates is passed 
or rejected by the Senate, the fact of its passage or rejection, with 
the bill or resolution, shall then be communicated to the House of 
Delegates. 


20. All bills or other business originating in the Senate, shall be 
despatched in the order in which they are introduced; and all bills 
and resolutions sent from the House of Delegates, shall be des- 
patched in the order in which they are sent, unless in either case 
the Senate direct otherwise. s 


21. All bills originating in the Senate shall be read on three sev- 
eral days; and in case they be of a general nature, they shall be 
printed after their first reading. 


22. Bills originating in the House of Delegates shall be read the 
first and second time on different days, and be referred to their 
appropriate committees, unless the Senate direct otherwise. 


28. No Senate bill shall be committed or amended until it has 
been twice read; and no bill shall be amended after its third read- 
ing, except by the unanimous consent of the Senate. 


24. Bills may be introduced on leave, and shall be read the first 
and second time and referred without debate to the appropriate 
committees, unless the Senate otherwise order. 


25. Joint resolutions shall lie on the table one day at least after 
they are introduced. 


26. The yeas and nays on any question shall, at the desire of one- 
fifth of the members present, be entered on the journal, and any 
member may enter a protest on the journal upon the determina- 
tion of any question. After the yeas and nays shall have been 
taken, and before they are counted or entered on the journal, the 
Clerk shall read over the names of those who voted in the afirma- 
tive and those who voted in the negative, at which time any mem- 
ber shall have the right to correct any mistake committed in enroll- 
ing his name. 


27. Upon a call for the previous question, no member shall speak 
more than five minutes. Unless such call shall be seconded by five 
members, indicated by rising, the President shall put no question; 
but, if so sustained, a question shall immediately be put to this 
effect: “Shall the main question be now put?” If, on this ques- 
tion, a majority of the Senate vote in the negative, the pending 
question shall be open for debate or amendment; but if a majority 
of the Senate vote in the affirmative, the President shall thereupon 
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put the pending question and all incidental questions of order, 
arising after a motion for the previdus question is made, and pend- 


ing such motion shall be decided whether an appeal or not without 
debate. S 


28. When a question is pending, no S shall be received but 
to adjourn, for the previous question, to lie “un the table, to post- 
pone indefinitely, to adjourn the question to a different day, to 
commit or amend, which several motions shall have precedence in 
the order in which they are arranged. 


29. If words be spoken in debate that give offence, exceptions 
thereto shall be taken the same same day, and stated in writing; 
and such case if the words be decided by the President, or by the 
Senate, upon an appeal, to be offensive, and they be not explained 
or retracted by the member who uttered them, he shall be subject 
to such action as the the Senate shall deem necessary. 


30. at the commencement of each session the following standing 
committees shall be appointed, to consist of not less than three nor 
more than five members: l 

I. On Privileges and Elections. 

II. On the Judiciary. 

III. On Finance and Claims. 

IV. On Banks and Corporations. 

V. On Township and County Organization and Municipal Cor- 

porations. ~ 

VI. On Military Affairs. 

VII. On Internal Improvements and Navigation. 

VIII. On Education. x 

IX. On Humane and Oriminal Institutions, 

X. Committees, to consist of three members: On Executive 
Expenditures: On the Library: To examine the Auditor's Office, 
Treasurer’s accounts, and bonds of Public Officers. To examine the 
Clerk’s office. 


31. The Standing Committees shall be appointed by the President, 
unless the Senate direct otherwise, and each committee shall ap- 
point its own chairman. 


82. The several committees shall in all cases report whether other 
cases, comprised within the principle of the matter referred, may 
arise, and if a bill be ordered, it shall provide for all ‘such cases, 


and upon any matter referred, the committee shall have power to 
report by bill. 


2 
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88. Select committees shall consist of not less than three nor 
more than five members, unless the Senate direct otherwise. 


84. The Committee on Privileges and Elections shall report in all 
cases of privilege or contested elections, the principles and reasous 
on which their resolutions are founded. 


35. The Committee on Privileges and Elections shall examine the 
oaths taken by each member and the evidences of their election, 
and report to the Senate. 


86. To the Committee on the Judiciary shall be referred all reso- 
lutions, propositions and grievances, and other matters of a general 
nature, not properly referrable to any other committee. 


87. When the yeas and nays are ordered, or a call of the Senate 
is directed, the names of the members shall be called in alphabet- 
ical order. 


88. The President may call a member to the chair, who shali 
exercise its functions for the time; but no member by virtue of 
such appointment, shall preside for a longer time than three days. 


39. The order of business for each day shall be to read the Jour- 
nal, to dispose of communications from the House of Delegates, or 
the executive, to receive reports of Standing Committees, for which 
purpose they shall be called by the Clerk, to receive bills resolu- 
tions and petitions, to act upon unfinished business of the prece- 
ding day, and to take up and act upon the bills and resolutions in the 
order in which they have been reported or introduced, unless the 
Senate direct otherwise. 


40. Before reading each bill the Clerk shall annonnce whether it 
isthe first, second or third time of reading the bill. 


41. Any person contesting the election of a member returned to 
serve in the Senate will be entitled to receive compensation only 
from the day on which such person is declared duly elected. 


42, No Senator shall be taken into custody by the Sergeant-at- 
Arms on any complaint of breach of privilege, until the matter is 
examined by the Committee‘on Privileges and Elections and report- 
ed to the Senate; unless by order of the President of the Senate. 


43. No petition of a private nature having been once rejected 
shall be acted on a second time unless it be supported by new evi- 
dence, nor shall-any such petition after a third disallowance be 
again acted on. The several cierks of committees shall keep alpha- 
betical lists of all such petitions specifying the sessions at which 
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they were presented, and the determination of the Senate thereon, 
and shall deliver the original petitions to the Clerk of the Senate to 
be preserved in his office. 


44. No petition shall be received claiming a sum of money or 
praying the settlement of unliquidated accounts unless it be accom- 
panied with a certificate or disallowance from the Executive or 
Auditor containing the reason why it was rejected. 


45. When any petition or bill founded on one, is rejected such 
petition shall not be withdrawn but the petitioner or member pre- 
senting his petition or any member from the county or corporation 
in which the petitioner resides, may, without leave, withdraw any 
document filed therewith, and a list of all documents so withdrawn 
shall be preserved by the Clerk. All petitions not finally acted on, 
may, with the accompanying documents, be in like manner with- 
drawn after the expiration of the session at which they were pre- 
sented. 


46. No petition shall be read in the Senate unless particularly 
required by some member, but every member presenting one shall 
announce the name of the petitioner, the nature of the application, 
and whether in his opinion, a similar application has been made 
before by said petitioner. He shall also endorse.on the back of the 
petition his own name as a pledge that it is drawn in respectful 
language, whereupon it shall be delivered to the Clerk, by whom it 
shall be laid before the proper committee. 


47. The committee to examine the Clerk's office shall see that all 
papers belonging thereto are properly filed, labelled and put away 
in the presses, and that the books belonging to the office are chrono- 
logically arranged, and shall make an annual report thereof to the 
Senate, 


48. Upon the second reading of a bill originating in the Senate 
the President shall announce the question to be whether it shall be - 
engrossed and read a third time or committed, or, if it come from 
the House, whether it shall be read a third time or committed. If 
no motion be made to commit, or the motion to commit be lost, it 
shall, on demand of any two members, be read for amendment sec- 
tion by section; and when the amendments which may be moved 
are disposed of, the question, unless the Senate otherwise order, 
shall be taken on ordering the bill to be engrossed and read a third 


time. 
49. When the Senate shall resolve to go into Committee of the 


Whole, the President shall leave the chair and appoint a chairman 
to preside in the committee. 
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50. The Committee of the Whole shall consider and report on 
such subjects as may be committed to it by the Senate. The rules 
of the Senate shall be'observed in the Committee of the Whole, so 
far as they are applicable, except the rules limiting the times of 
speaking, concerning the previous question, and taking the yeas 
and.nays. The proceedings in the Committee of the Whole shall 
‘not be recorded on the Journal of the Senate, except so far as 
reported to the Senate by the chairman of the committee. 


JOINT RULES 


OF THE 


SENATE AND HOUSE OF DELEGATES. 


dias e re 


1. When a message is sent by one House to the other, it shall be 
announced at the door of the House to which it is sent, by the door- 
keeper thereof, if it be in session, and then be respectfully commu- 
nicated to the presiding officer by the person by whom it may be 
sent. But the clerk of one House may communicate a message to 
the clerk of the other, after adjournment, and any message so sent 
shall be received by the House to which it is sent whenever it may 
be again in session. 


2. After a bill or joint resolution has passed both Houses, it shall 
be enrolled by the Clerk of the House of Delegates, by recording 
the same, in a fair distinct hand, in a well bound book to be kept 
for that purpose exclusively, and to be labelled “Acts and Resolu- 
tions of the Legislature of West Virginia.” 


3. A joint standing committee on enrolled bills shall be appointed, 
consisting of three members of the Senate and three of the House 
of Delegates, to be selected by their respective Houses, whose duty 
it shall be to carefully compare all bills and joint resolutions 
passed by both Houses, with the enrollment thereof, and to correct 
any errors and omissions that may be discovered, and make report 
to their respective Houses. After such examination and report, 
the enrolled bills and resolutions shall be signed in their respective 
Houses, first by the Speaker of the House of Delegates and then by 
the President of the Senate. 


4. It shall be in order for the Committee on enrolled bills to 
report at any time. 


5. After each House sball have ADHERED to their disagreement, 
the bill or resolution respecting which they have disagreed shall 
be lost. 


6. In all elections by joint vote of the two Houses, they shall 
first communicate to each other the names of the persons put in 
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nomination, and then shall vote separately in their own chambers. 
Two committees shall be appointed, one by each House, to meet 
together, communicate the votes of their respective Houses, and 
ascertain the result; and each committee shall report tothe House 
by which it was appointed. If no person have a majority of the 
whole number of votes given, both Houses shall proceed to another 
vote, and such subsequent vote shall be communicated and the 
result ascertained and reported in like manner; and so on till an 
election be made; and when any person shall have a majority of 
the whole number of votes given, the presiding officer of each 
House shall declare such verson duly elected. 
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_ L. The House at the commencement of its first session in each 
year, shall elect its Speaker, Clerk, Sergeant-at-Arms, Doorkeeper, 
and Janitor; and the Speaker appoint three pages. 


2. The House, unless it be otherwise directed by special order, 
shall; meet every day, except Sundays, at ten o'clock in the fore- 


noon. 


3. The Speaker shall arrange with the Ministers of the several 
religious denominations, at or near the seat of government, to open 


the sittings daily with prayer. 
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4, The Speaker shall take the Chair and call the members to order 


precisely at the hour of meeting; and after prayer, if a quorum be 
present, cause the Journal of the preceding day to be read. 


5. When the Journal has been read, if no objection be made, it 
shall be signed by the Speaker. But if objection be made, the first 
business of the House shall be to dispose of the same; and when 
such objection is disposed of, and the Journal corrected as the 
House may order, it shall then be signed. 


6. It shall be the duty of the Speaker to preserve order and de- 
corum while the House is in session; to enforce the rules and orders 
of the House; to prescribe the order in which business shall come 
up for consideration, subject to the rules and orders of the House; 
to announce the question or business before the House when prop- 
erly requested by any member; to receive all messages and other 
communications; to put to vote all questions which are properly 
moved; to announce the result of all votes; and to authenticate 
by his signature, when necessary, the acts and proceedings of the 
House. 


7. He shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal to 
the House. He may speak to questions of order in preference to 
other members, and may make the concluding speech on any appeal 
from his devision notwithstanding he may have before spoken on the 
question; but no other member shall speak more than once on such 
appeal, without leave of the House. 


8. When properly requested by a member, he shall inform the 
House upon any point of order or practice, pertinent to the busi- 
ness before it. 


9, When two or more membersrise atthe same time, the Speaker 
shall name the member who is first to speak. 


10. He shall name the members who are to serve on committees, 
unless it be otherwise ordered by the House. 


11. If there be any disturbance or disorderly conduct in the. 
lobby, the Speaker, or Chairman of the Committee of the Whole, 
may order the same to be cleared. 


12. The Speaker, subject to the orders of the House, may assign 
convenient seats within the bar to stenographers and reporters 
wishing to take down the debates. 


13. The Speaker may name any member to perform the duties 
of the chair; but no one, by virtue of such appointment shall act 
as Speaker for more than three days. 
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14. If the Speaker be absent at the time appointed for the meet- 
ing of the House, it shall be called to order by the clerk, and a 
Speaker pro tem appointed by the House. 


15. All writs, warrants, and subpoenas ordered by the House 
shall be signed by the Speaker and attested by the Clerk. 


16. The clerk of the House, under direction of the Speaker, shall 
keep a full and correct Journal of the proceedings; and it shall be 
the duty of the Speaker to examine the Journal daily before it is 
read, and cause all errors and omissions therein to be corrected. 


17. Every written motion made to the House shall be inserted on 
the Journal, with the name of the member making it, unless it be 
withdrawn on the same day it is submitted. 


18. The member who presents a petition or memorial, or offers a 
resolution on which a vote of the House is taken, shall be named 
on the Journal. 


19. It shall be the duty of the clerk, after the Journal of any 
day is signed by the Speaker, to furnish a copy to the Printer to 
be printed and distributed without delay. 


20. The clerk shall have the custody of all records and papers of 
the House; and shall not allow them to be taken from his table or 
out of his possession without leave of the House, unless to be deliv- 
ered to committees to whom they may have been referred. He 
shall endorse on bills or papers, brief notes of the proceedings had 
thereon by the House, and preserve the same in convenient files for 
reference. 


21. It shali be his duty to read to the House all papers ordered 
to be read; to call the roll, and note and report the absentees, when 
a call of the House is ordered; to call the roll and note the answers 
of members, when a question is taken by Yeas and Nays; to assist, 
under the direction of the Speaker, in taking the count when any 
vote of the House is taken; to notify committees of their appoint- 
ment and of the business referred to them; to superintend the 
execution of all printing ordered by the House, and report to the 
Speaker, to be submitted to the House, every failure of the Printer 
to execute the same properly and promptly. 


22. Upon calls of the House, and in taking the Yeas and Nays, 
the names of the members shall be called alphabetically. 


23. On the passage of every bill, and when the Yeas and Nays 
on any question are called for by one-fifth of those present, the 


Speaker shall direct the roll to be called, and every member present 
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shall answer Aye or No, when his name is called. Before the result 
is announced, the Clerk shall first read to the House the names of 
those who voted in the affirmative, and then of those who voted in 
the negative, at which time any member may correct a mistake 
committed in taking down his vote. The result shall then be 
announced, and the Yeas and Nays be entered on the Journal; but 
if the House so order, the announcement of the result, and the entry 
of the Yeas and Nays upon the Journal, may be postponed to the 
succeeding day, with liberty to absent members, at any time before 
the result is announced by the Speaker, to appear and vote Aye or 
Vo in presence of the House; and any member may, in presence of 
the House, change his vote, before the result is so announced. 


24. No member, or other person, shall visit or remain by the 
Clerk’s table while the Yeas and Nays are being called. 


25. Before any bill is read by the Clerk, he shall state to the 


House whether it is on its first, second or third reading, 


26. It shall be the duty of the Sergeant-at-Arms to attend the 
House while in session; to aid in the enforcement of order, under 
direction of the Speaker; to execute the commands of the House, 
from time to time, together with all such process issued under its 
authority as may be directed to him by the Speaker; and under 
direction of the Speaker, and subject to the orders of the House, 
to purchase and furnish to the members such things as may be 
necessary or proper for the convenient transaction of the business 
of the House and its committees. 


27. The Sergeant-at-Arms, under direction of the Speaker, shall 
superintend the distribution, by the pages, of all documents and 
papers to be distributed among the members. 


28. It shall also be the duty of the Sergeant-at-Arms to keep 
the accounts for pay and mileage of members; to prepare and sign 
warrants or requisitions for the same, and if required by any mem- 
ber who shall endorse his warrant or requisition for that purpose, 
to draw the money thereon, and pay over the same to the member 
entitled thereto. 


29. The Sergeant-at-Arms shall give bond, with surety, in the 
penalty of two thousand dollars, payable to the State of West 
Virginia, and conditioned for the faithful performance of the duties 
of his office—such bond to be approved by the Speaker and filed 
with the Clerk of the House for safe-keeping. 


80. The Doorkeeper shall attend the House while in session, and, 
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under direction of the Speaker, execute the orders of the House 
respecting the admission and exclusion of persons from the Hall. 
He shall, when required by the Speaker, aid in the enforcement of 
order. 


31. The Janitor, under the direction of the Speaker, shall have 
care of the Hall and committee rooms of the House, and keep the 
same, at all times, in neat and proper condition. 


32. No member shall absent himself from the service of the House 
unless he have leave, or be sick and unable to attend. 


83. No member shall vote on any question in the result of which 
he is immediately and particularly interested; and, except in the 
case provided for in the twenty-third rule, no member shall vote if 
he was not within the Bar when the question was put, unless leave 


be given him by the House. 


84. Every member within the Bar, when a question is put, shall 
vote, unless he is immediately and particularly interested therein, 
or the House excuse him. All motions to excuse a member from 
voting, must be made before the House divides,or before the call 
of the Yeas and Nays is commenced, and shall be decided without 
debate, except that the member making the motion may briefly 
state the reason why, in his opinion, it ought to be adopted. 


85. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the Speaker or 
any member desire it. 


86. When a motion is made, it shall be stated by the Speaker ; 
or being in writing, shall be handed to the chair and read aloud by 
the clerk; and shall then be deemed to be in possession of the House, 
but may be withdrawn by the mover before any order of the House 
respecting the same has been made. 


37. When a question is put, and the-Speaker shall doubt as to 
the result of the vote, or a division be called for, the House shall 
divide; those in the affirmative of the question shall first arise from 
their seats and remain standing till they are counted, and after- 
wards those in the negative. The count may be made by the 
Speaker, or if he so direct, by the clerk, or by two members, one 
from each side, to be named for that purpose by the Speaker. 
When the result is ascertained, the Speaker shall rise and state the 
decision to the House. 


88. While the Speaker is putting any question, or ascertaining 
the result, no one shall walk out of or across the House; nor in 
such case, or when a member is speaking, entertain private dis- 
course, or if a member be speaking, pass between him and the chair. 
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39. When a resolution is presented containing no reference of 
the subject thereof to a committee, if objection be made to its 
immediate consideration, it shall lie on the table for one day, to be 
called up on motion. 


40. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be receiv- 
ed but to adjourn, to lie on the table, for the previous question, to 
postpone to a specified day, to commit, to amend, or to postpone 
indefinitely ; which motions shall severally have precedence in the 
order in which they are here arranged. 


41. The motions to adjourn, and to lie on the table, shall he put 
without debate. 


42. A motion to adjourn, and a motion to fix the time to which 
the House shall adjourn, shall always be in order, if the mover be 
entitled to the floor. 


43, If the previous question be demanded by not less than seven 
members, the Speaker shall, without debate, put the question— 
“Shall the main question be now put ?” If this question be decided 
in the affirmative, all further debate shall cease, and the vote be at 
once taken on the proposition pending before the House. When 
the House refuses to order the main question, the consideration of 
the subject shall be resumed as if the previous question had not been 
demanded. 


44, The previous question shall not be admitted in the Commit- 
tee of the Whole. 


45. When a motion is made to commit any subject to a special 
committee, a motion to commit the same to the Committee of the 
Whole, or a standing committee, shall have precedence. 


46. In filling blanks, the largest sum and longest time proposed 
shall be first put, and the question shall be put on names in the 
order they were nominated. 


47, Ifa substitute for a bill or resolution be offered, a motion to 
amend the original bill or resolution shall have precedence. 


48, If a motion be made to strike out part of a bill or resolution, 
a motion to amend the part proposed to be stricken out shall have 
precedence. 


49. No motion on a subject different from that under considera- 
tion, shall be admitted under color of amendment. 


50. A motion to amend a pending amendment may be received, 
but until it is disposed of, no further motion to amend will be in 
order. 
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51. Any member may call for a division of any question pending, 
before the vote thereon is taken, if it comprehend propositions in 
substance so distinct that one being taken away, a substantive 
proposition will remain for the decision of the House; but the 
member calling for the division of a question shall state in what 
manner he proposes it should be divided. 


52. A motion to strike out and insert shall be deemed divisible. 
And though a motion to strike out certain words be lost, it shall not 
preclude a motion to strike out part of the same words, or a motion 
to amend, or to strike out and insert. 


538. A question being once determined must stand as the judgment 
of the House, and cannot again be drawn into debate < during the 
game session, unless reconsidered. But it shall be in order for any 
member of the majority, on the same or the succeeding day, to move 
for a reconsideration thereof; and such motion, if seconded shall 
take precedence of all other questions except a motion to adjourn; 
and shall not be withdrawn without leave of the House; and there- 
after any member may call it up for consideration. 


54, When a majority of members present vote in the affirmative 
on any question, but the question be lost, because it is one in which 
the concurrence of a greater number than a majority of a quorum 
is necessary to an affimative decision, in such case any member may 
move for a reconsideration. 


55, When aquestion is postponed indefinitely, the same shall not 
be acted on again during the session. 


56. When a member is about to speak in debate or deliver any 
matter to the House, he shall rise from his seat, and respectfully 
address himself to “Mr. Speaker,” and shall confine himself to the 
question under debate, and avoid all personality and indecorous or 
disrespectful language, 


57. When a member rises and addresses the chair, the Speaker 
shall recognize him by name, but no member in debate shall desig- 
nate another by name. 


58. No one shall disturb or interrupt amember whois speaking 
without his permission, except to call to order if he be transgress- 
ing the rules. 


59. If a member,{in speaking or otherwise, transgress the rules of 
the House the Speaker shall, or any member may, call to order; in 
which case, the member so called to order shall immediately sit down, 
unless permitted to explain. If the decision be in favor of the mem- 
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ber called to order, he shall be at liberty to proceed; if otherwise, 
he? shall not be permitted to proceed, if any member object, with- 
out leave of the House; and ifthe case require it, shall be liable to 
the censure of the House. 


60. If a member be called to order for words spoken in debate, 
the person calling him to order shall repeat the words excepted to 
and they shall be taken down in writing at the clerk's table. And 
no member shall be held to answer, or be subject to the censure of 
the House, for words spoken in debate, if any other memberfhas 
spoken, or other business has intervened, after the words were spoken 
and before the exception to them was taken. 


61. No member shall speak more than twice to the same question 
without leave of the House. 


62. In the election of officers by the House, the vote shall be 
given viva voce, and a majority of the whole number of votes given 
shail be necessary to elect. Ifupon any vote, there be no election, 
the person having the lowest number of votes shall be dropped, and 
any votes thereafter given to such person shall not be taken into 
the count to aifect the result in any way. But if two or more 
have the lowest and equal number of votes, they may be voted for 
again. No question before House or in Committee of the Whole, 
shall be voted on by ballot. 


62. Every committee by a majority of their number, may elect 
a chairman; but if no such election be made, the first named 
members of the committee, ifit be appointed by the Speaker, shall 
act as chairman. 


64. Every committee shail meet at such times as they may appoint, 
or, on the call of the chairman, or any two of its members 

65. The several standing committees shall have leave to report 
by bill or otherwise. 

66. No committee shall sit without special leave while the House 
is in session. 


67. Standing committees shall consist of five members, and no 
standing committee shall be increased except by the affirmative vote 
of at least two-thirds of the members preseut. 


68, Special committees shall consist of five members, unless other- 
wise ordered by the House. - 


69. A majority of a committee shall be a quorum thereof. 
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70. The following standing committees shall be appointed at the 
commencement of the regular session of each Legislature : 


On Elections and Privileges ; 

On Taxation and Finance; 

On Military Affairs ; 

On the Judiciary ; 

On Education ; 

On Counties, Townships and Municipal Corporations ; 
On Private Corporations and Joint Stock Companies; 
On Roads and Internal Navigation ; 

On Forfeited and Unappropriated Lands; 

On Claims and Grievances ; 

On Humane and Criminal Institutions ; 

On Printing and Contingent Expenses; 

On Executive Offices : 

On Arts, Sciences and General Improvements. 


71. The Committee on Elections and Privileges shall examine 
and report upon the certificates and other evidences referred to 
them touching the right of persons claiming to have been elected 
members of this House, or to any office for the State at large; and 
also upon all such other petitions and matters touching elections 
and returns, or relating to the privileges of members and officers of 
the House, or witnesses attending the House or any committee 
thereof, as shall be referred to them. 


72. The Committee on Taxation and Finance shall, as soon as 
possible after the commencement of the regular session in each year, 
report the general tax and appropriation bills, with an estimate of 
the probable revenue and expenditure of the year and of the public 
debt. They shall, from time to time, report such measures for 
equalizing and reducing taxation, supplying revenue, and facilita- 
ting the collection thereof, reducing the public expenditure, and pro- 
viding for the principal and interest of the public debt, as may seem 
to them expedient; and they shall further examine into and report 
upon all such matters and propositions relating to taxation and 

_finance as shall be referred to them by the House. 


73. The Committee on the Executive Offices shall examine the 
several public offices, and report whether their books and accounts 
are properly kept—whether the public money has been disbursed 
according to law and proper diligence used in the collection of rev- 
enue; and whether the money received is properly accounted for. 
They shall report, from time to time, such measures as may seem to 
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them necessary to add to the economy of the Executive offices and 
the accountability of their officers. 


74. When the House shall resolve to go into Committee of the 
Whole, the Speaker shall leave his chair, and appoint a chairman to 
preside in the committee. 


75. The Committee of the Whole shall consider and report on 
such subjects as may be committed to it by the House. The rules 
of the House shall be observed in the Committee of the Whole, so 
far as they are applicable, except the rules limiting the times of 
speaking, concerning the previous question, and taking the yeas 
and nays. The proceedings in Committee of the Whole shall not 
be recorded on the Journal of the House, except so far as reported 
to the House by the chairman of the committee. 


16. After the journal is read and signed, the order of business 
shall be as follows: 

1. Reports of Standing Committees. 

2. Reports of Special Committees. 

3. Messages from the Executive. 

4, Messages from the Senate and amendments proposed by the 
Senate to bills passed by the House. 

5. Resolutions and Petitions. 

6. Unfinished Business pending before the House at the last pre- 
ceding adjournment. - 

7. Bills and Resolutions from the Senate on their first and second 
reading. 

8. EEngrossed Bills and bills from the Senate on their third 
reading. 
~ 9. Other bills of the House and resolutions on the Speaker’s table. 

10. The orders of the day, unless a subject was made the order 
of the day for a particular hour, in which case it may be called for 
by any member when the hour arrives. 

11. Miscellaneous Business. 

But after the twentieth day of the session, no more than. thirty 
minutes of each day shall be devoted to the reception of petitions 
and resolutions, except by a vote of the House. 

77. A bill or resolution laid on the table may be taken up by a 
vote of the House at any time after the sixth order of business is 
disposed of. 

78. When a message from the Kvecutive or Senate is announced, 
other business shall be suspended until it is received, unless the 
House be at the time actually engaged in taking a vote on some 
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question, in which case it shall be received as soon as the result of 
the vote is announced. When received it shall lie on the table, to 
be disposed of in its turn, unless otherwise ordered by the House. 

79. All questions relating to priority of business shall be decided 
without debate. 


80. Every bill shall be introduced on the part of a committee, or 
by motion for-leave. 


~ 81. The first reading of a bill shall be for information; and if 
opposition be made to it, the question shall be—“Shall this bill be 
rejected.” If no opposition be made, or if the question to reject 
be lost, it shall be regarded as ordered to its second reading, unless 
the House otherwise specially direct. 


82. All bills, after their first reading, shall be printed for the 
use of the House, unless otherwise specially ordered. 


83. Upon the second reading of a bill originating in this House, 
the Speaker shall announce the question to be, whether it shall be 
committed or engrossed and read thethird time; or, if it came from 
the Senate, whether it shall be committed or read the third time. 
If no motion be made to commit, or the motion to commit be lost, 
it shall, on the demand of any two members, be read for amend- 
ment, section by section, and when the amendments which may be 
moved are disposed of, the question, unless the House otherwise 
order, shall be taken on ordering the bill to be engrossed and read 
a third time. 


84. After commitment of a bill and report thereof to the House, 
it may be amended; but the amendments, if any, reported by the 
committee shall be disposed of before any other amendment be 
considered, unless it be an amendment to an amendment. 


85. A bill may be recommitted at any time before its passage. 
And should such recommitment take place after its engrossment, 
and an amendment be reported and agreed to by the House, the 
question shall be again put on the engrossment of the bill. 


86. No amendment by way of rider shall be received to any bill 
after engrossment. 


87. Documents printed by order of the House, shall be printed 
in pages of the same size as those of the Journal; and a copy of 
every such document bound up with:the Journal, shall be furnished 
by the Printer to each member of the House at the close of the 
session, or as soon as possible thereafter; and twenty additional 
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copies bound as aforesaid shall be delivered to the Clerk of the 
House to be distributed as the House may order. 


88. The rules of parliamentary practice comprised in Jefferson's 
manual shall govern the House in all cases not provided for by the 
rules of the House or the joint rules of the Senate and House of 
Delegates. 


89. No standing rule or order of the House shall be rescinded or 
changed without one day’s notice being given of the motion there- 
for; nor shall any rule be suspended except by a vote of at least 
two-thirds of the members present. 


90. The Speaker or Clerk shall haye authority to administer any 
oaths required by the business of tHe House. 


91. No bill shall be put upon its second reading until the same 
shall have been printed and delivered to the members of the House 
at least one day previous to such reading, unless in cases of emer- 


gency.
